1. The participating agencies will infora the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency of all new assignments of such attaches cr assistant 
attaches, appro:-inatcLy one month prior to their departure for 
duty abroad. The information given to the Central Intelligence 


Agency wUl include the individual’s background and the nature and 


location of his now assignment. 

2. The Central intelligence Agency will brief ail such attaches 


and assistant attaches, unless ,$&$ Service Depart a, ant eanewmed 
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considers that their assignments are of a ursly administrative 
mtwr®* gomally, briefings will bo conducted during the wsek 

prior to their departure for duty abroad. 

3, Briefings will Inc' udo a discussion of the situation in 
the area of assignment, particularly with reference to the collection 
requirements of the Central Intelligence Agency. 
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
